Venezuela asks Vatican 
official to witness talks 


NEW YORK (AFP) - An 
American student brandishing 
two knives stabbed 2Q 
teenagers and a security guard 
m a bloody rampage in the 
classrooms and hallways of a 
Pennsylvania high school 
yesterday, officials said. 

At least four fellow stu¬ 
dents were critically injured 
in the assault at Franklin Re¬ 
gional High School, said 
Thomas Seefeid, chief of po¬ 
lice in Murrysville, an outer 
suburb of Pittsburgh. 

The Id-year-old boy 
walked dawn a hallway 
wielding two knives eight to 
IQ inches (up to 25 centime¬ 
ters) long, stabbing fellow 
pupils and the guard as they 


began arriving for the school 
day, police said. 

Panicked students rushed 
for the exit and one report¬ 
edly set off the hre alarm, but 
2Q pupils and one male secu¬ 
rity guard were injured, 
mostly m the chest and stom¬ 
ach, officials confirmed 
The school principal and 
another member of staff over¬ 
powered the suspect, who 
was arrested within five min¬ 
utes of police officers being 
alerted by radio, police said. 

The motive of the attack 
was not immediately clear 
One student described the 
suspect as "shy" and told 
CNN that he was "very quiet'" 
while carrying out the as¬ 


sault 

" He just was kind c f doing 
it and he had this look on lus 
face that he was just crazy 
and he was just running 
around just stabbing every¬ 
one who was in his way,” she 
told CNN. 

The assailant, who sus¬ 
tained an injured hand, has 
not been named although 
Westmoreland County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney John Peck said 
he would in all likelihood be 
charged as an adult 

FBI and state police have 
been drafted in to assist with 
what is now expected to be a 
1 engthy investi g ati on. 

Peck outlined the passible 
charges as aggravated assault 
and, in cases of serious in¬ 
jury, possible criminal at¬ 
tempt to commit homi cide. 

That the teenage victims 
were aged 14 to 17 

Yesterday's attack comes 
after a long and frequent line 
of US school shootings that 
have inflamed a nationwide 
debate over gun control in the 
United States.

ORANJESTAD - Just re¬ 
cently the Arub a Police Force 
to gether with the Arub a Ha s- 
pitality & Security Founda¬ 
tion, in the presence of 
various stakeholders such as 
the Coast Guard, Customs, 
Aruba Ports Authority and 
the Department of Shipping 
celebrated the arrival of a 
new police patrol boat. The 
type of boat chosen is one 
that is being used m Colom¬ 
bia by the coast guard and 
military Tins same type of 
boat is now being used also 
in Costa Rica, Panama, 
Ecuador and m Trinidad. 

Tlie Aruba Police did not 
have a boat far quite same 
time, which is essential for 
their daily work Tins is par¬ 
ticularly important far a 
country so dependent on 
tourism. It is very important 
to guarantee security on and 
near the ocean where a ma¬ 
jority of tourists choose to 
recreate. 

Tlie rules of ISPS require 
Aruba to have such a police 
patrol boat. The boat, will also 
assist in the event of an air¬ 
craft in difficulty making a 
final approach. After same 


careful consi d erati on wi th the 
Marine Budget, it was deter¬ 
mined that the ideal boat for 
the Police Force is an Edaur- 
dano a f 3 E feet with three en¬ 
gines with a capacity of 35D 
horsepower Tins is a rather 
large boat for rescue opera¬ 
tions and to function w r ell on 
the open seas. 

According to Police Com¬ 
missioner, Irma Gordon, the 
Aruban community can he 
proud that we can now con¬ 
tinue our work on the water 
front and open seas. Gordon 
thanked their partners for 
their generous help during a 
long period when they did 
not have their own police 
boat. They are now prepared 
to return the favors with their 
new boat as needed. 

Tins boat was acquired 
with the support of the 
AH&SF. Some years ago the 
partners in AH&SF decided 
that the formula used by the 
Visibility Team was not func¬ 
tioning as was desired. So 
they looked far other oppor¬ 
tunities and solutions to rein¬ 
force our security for the area 
frequented by our visitors.

Speaking befare the fami¬ 
lies of three soldiers killed by 
a comrade wha took his own 
life during the April ] shoot¬ 
ing, Obama referenced the 
0□ 09 massacre at the base 
which claimed Id lives 

"Part of what makes this 
so painful is that weVe been 
here before, 11 Obama said. 

"Tins tragedy tears at 
wounds still raw from five 
years ago. Once more sol¬ 
diers who survived foreign 
war zones were struck down 
here at home, where they Ye 
supposed to be safe," he 
added. 

Military investigators say 
they may never knaw what 
triggered army specialist Ivan 
Lopez to embark on last 
week's shooting, which also 
left Id people injured.

NASA says weird Mai’s

WASHINGTON - A NASA 
robot has snapped pictures 
showing glints a f light on the 
Martian horizon, which some 
UFG ; enthusiasts have seized 
on as a sign of alien life on 
the Red Planet. 

Not so, said the US space 
agency. 

More likely, die images a f 
bright spots taken on April 2 
and April 3 are a product of 
the sun's glare or cosmic rays, 
NASA said in a statement 

In fact, similar glints of 
light, are seen all the time in 
images taken by the Curiosity 
rover, a multibill ion dollar 
unmanned vehicle equipped 
with cameras and drilling in¬ 
struments that is exploring 
Mars. 

"In the thousands of im¬ 
ages weVe received from Cu- 
nosity, we see ones with 
bn gilt spats nearly every 
week," said Justin Maki of 
NASA's Jet Propulsion Labo¬ 
ratory in Pasadena, California. 

These can be caused by 


cosmic-ray hits or sunlight 
glinting from rock surfaces, 
as the most likely explana¬ 
tions 

Furthermore, the "bright 
spats appear in images from 
the right-eye camera of the 
stereo Navcam, but not in im¬ 
ages taken within one second 
of those by the lefi-eye cam¬ 
era," the space agency said in 
a statement. 

NASA's explanation may 
not dampen enthusiasm 
among believers in alien life 
on Mars, such as the website 
operated by UFO Sightings 
Daily winch said the lights 
could offer proof of exterres¬ 
trial beings. 

"Tins could indicate there 
there is intelligent life below’ 
the ground and uses light, as 
we do," the site proclaimed. 

NASA’s Curiosity rover 
landed on the dry? dusty 
planet in 2D 13 on a mission 
to search for signs that life 
may have once been able to 
thrive there

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Amoeba study puts bite 
on dysentery 


PARIS (AFP) - An amoeba 
parasite that causes poten¬ 
tially fatal dysentery in poor 
countries wreaks its havoc by 
eating intestinal cells alive, 
scientists reported on 
Wednesday. 

Called Entamoeba his¬ 
tolytica, the parasite destroys 
cells lining the colon, causing 
ulcers and abscesses and 
sometimes spreading in the 
blood to the liver and other 
organs 

But how it does this has 
been unclear, until now 

A common presumption 
was that the amoeb a inj ects a 
toxic cocktail into the cells to 
kill them and then gobbles 
them down 

A team led by William 
Petri of the University of Vir¬ 
ginia at Charlottesville 
caught amoebae in the act in 
a feat of live microscopy. 

The parasite takes single 
bites out of living cells until 
the damage is such that the 
cell eventually dies, they 
found 

The amoeba then detaches, 
spits Dut non-digested chunks 


of cell, and heads to the next 
meal. 

The process is called tiD- 
gocytosis, from the Greek 
word meaning "to nibble." 

Tins is the first time a par¬ 
asite has been seen doing tins 
m human cells 

Amoebic dysentery, also 
called amoebiasis, is handed 
an in faecaUy-contaminated 
food and water or through 
person-to-person contact. 

Its hallmarks are violent 
diarrhoea, often with traces 
afblood, abdaminal pam and 
flatulence. There is no vac¬ 
cine, buttlie condition can be 
treated with an antibiotic 
called metronidazole, mar¬ 
keted as Flagyl. 

Understanding how E his¬ 
tolytica devours intestinal 
cells suggests intriguing new 
paths for drags to block it, 
according to the study pub¬ 
lished m the journal Nature. 

"Amoebic trogocytosis is a 
potentially promising target 
for the future of new thera¬ 
peutics for amoebiasis, a 
m aj or ne gl e cte d di s ease in the 
developing world," it said. 


Lab clue to caffeine 
benefit on Alzheimer's 


PARIS (AFP) - French and 
German researchers on 
Wednesday said they had 
found evidence in the lab to 
back theories that, drinking 
caffeine has a preventive ef¬ 
fect on Alzheimer's disease 

In mice, regular doses of 
caffeine inhibited the growth 
of tau, a protein that clogs 
brain cells in Alzheimer's pa¬ 
tients, they said 

The discovery was made 
among mice that had been 
genetically modified to pro¬ 
duce tau 

They were given a tiny 
dose of caffeine -- 0 3 

grammes per litre (Q.0D5 
ounces per pint) -- in their 
drinking water over 10 
months. 

This is roughly equivalent 
to two cups of coffee per day 
for human b emgs. 

The mice were compared 
with an identical group of 
"tau" rodents which did not 
get the caffeine dose. 

" Mice tli at were given caf¬ 
feine were less affected in 
terms of memory and tau 
buildup but also in terms of 
inflammation of the brain tis¬ 


sue," said David Blum of 
France's National Institute of 
Health and Medical Research 
(Inserm). 

Previous research has 
found that older people are 
less likely to suffer cognitive 
decline if they take regular, 
moderate amounts of caf¬ 
feine 

Experiments have also 
found that caffeine slows 
memory loss in mice bred to 
develop so-called amyloid 
plaques -- another compound 
buil dup m the brain that is as¬ 
sociated with Alzheimer's

Honey With Added Sweeteners Not 
Honey: FDA 

Food companies cannot add sugar or other sweet¬ 
eners to pure honey and still call it honey, the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration said Tuesday. 

The agency said it would consider enforcement ac¬ 
tion against U.S. businesses or importers if they 
do not properly label honey with added sweeten¬ 
ers, the Associated Press reported. 

If sweeteners are added, labels should inform con¬ 
sumers that the product is a "blend of sugar and 
honey ' 1 or "blend of honey and corn syrup." the 
FDA said. 

It's common for the agency to detain honey im¬ 
ports after discovering they contain drug residues 
and uniabeted added sweeteners, theAP reported.

IBM physicist wins tech 
'Nobel'for 'big data’ 
discoveries 



HELSINKI (AFP) - British 
physicist Stuart Parkin, one 
af the brains behind the 
global "big data" revolution, 
an Wednesday won Finland's 
answer to the Nobel Prize, 
which is awarded by Tech¬ 
nology Academy Finland, 

"Prof. Parkin receives the 
2014 M ill enmum Te chn o 1 - 
agy Prize in recognition of 
his discoveries; which have 
enabled a thousand-fold in¬ 
crease in die storage capacity 
of magnetic disk drives," the 
independent foundation said 
in a statement, adding that his 
innovations paved the way 
far streaming movies and 
other media via tlie Internet. 

"Our contemporary online 
world is largely passible be¬ 
cause of these atomically- 
thm magnetic structures." 

Parkin, 5E, is an IBM re¬ 
search fellow, a consulting 


professor at Stanford Uni¬ 
versity and director of the 
experimental department of 
Germany's Max Planck In- 
stitute of Micro structure 
Physics 

His work on spintromcs -- 
which uses die magnetic spin 
af electrons to save data -- 
has contributed to an explo¬ 
sion in memory capacity 
around the world allowing 
information to be stored in 
magnetic disk drives ac¬ 
cessed online via die "cloud".

— was founded m 2004 and

WASHINGTON - Bank of 
America will pay 1772 mil¬ 
lion over illegal credit-card 
practices that lured con¬ 
sumers into signing up for 
added products and services, 
US regulators said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Bank of America will pro¬ 
vide about $727 million m re¬ 
lief to consumers harmed by 
the practices, estimated tD 
number 1.4 million, the Con¬ 
sumer Financial Protection 
Bureau said. 

The second-largest US 
bank also will pay a $20 mil¬ 
lion civil penalty to the 
CFPB, and a $25 million civil 
penalty to the Treasury De¬

HP to pay $108 million in US 
to settle bribery probes 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
computer giant Hewlett- 
Packard agreed to pay $103 
million to settle investigations 
that it paid bribes to win pub¬ 
lic contracts in Russia, Poland 
and Mexico, officials said 
yesterday 

The settlement covers 
criminal and civil investiga¬ 
tions under the Foreign Cor¬ 
rupt Practices Act, according 
to a statement from the US 
Securities & Exchange Com¬ 
mission. 

According to authorities, 
the California company's sub¬ 
sidiary in Russia paid more 
than $2 million through 
agents and various shell com¬ 
panies to a Russian govern¬ 
ment official to retain a 
multimilhon dollar contract 
with the federal prosecutor's 
office 

In Poland, gifts and cash 


bribes worth more than 
$6DO,ODD were paid to a Pol¬ 
ish government official to ob¬ 
tain contracts with the 
national police agency. 

And in Mexico, HP paid 
more than $ 1 million in infla¬ 
tion commissions to a con¬ 
sultant to win a software sale 
to Mexico's state-owned pe¬ 
troleum company Pern ex, and 
some of tliat money was fun¬ 
nel e cl to a company official 

Kara Brockmeyer, an SEC 
enforcement official, said HP 
lacked internal controls and 
allowed the bribes to be 
recorded "as legitimate com¬ 
missi oils and expenses." 

According to US officials, 
the bribes in Mexico were 
paid from 2008 to 2003, in 
Poland from 2006 to 2D1D 
and in Russia from 2000 to 
2D 07.

Manny Pacquiao v Timothy Bradley 



LA VEGAS -The eyes of the 
boxing world will be settled 
on Las Vegas when Manny 
Pacquiao tries to avenge a 
loss to Tim Bradley this Sat¬ 
urday, April 12 in Las Vegas 
at the MGM Grand Hotel and 
Casino for Bradley's WBO 
welterweight title. The plan 
by the promoter. Top Rank 
has been set in motion 
where the winner of that 
fight would fight the winner 
of the May 17th fight be¬ 
tween Juan Manuel Marquez 
and Mike Alvarado. While 
Marquez has history with 
both men in the ring, Al¬ 
varado has no history with 
either even if he was in line to land a P acquiao shot last year. 

Pacquiao - Once considered the best pound-for-pound fighter on the planet, Pac- 
quiao's record currently stands at 55 wins (38 KO), five losses and two draws. Over 
the course of his 19-year career, the 35 year-old has a knockout percentage of SI .3% 
and the southpaw has boxed a total of 383 rounds. 

Bradley - The 30-year-old American is ranked globally at No.2 in the welterweight 
division - behind only Floyd Mayweather - has an outstanding overall record of 31 wins 
(12 KO), no defeats and no draws in his 10-year career. Mot a big puncher, Bradley's 
knockout percentage stands at 37.5% and he's boxed a total 230 rounds since debuting 
with a win over Francisco Martinez in 2004. 

The pair met on June 9 2012, when unbeaten Bradley (then 28-0) claimed a split deci¬ 
sion win over Pacquiao (then 54-3-2) to win the WBO Welterweight title in one of the 
most controversial decisions of recent years. Following the bout, the WBO commis¬ 
sioned a review by five veteran judges, who declared Pacquiao the winner by unani¬ 
mous decision. Nevertheless, Bradley retained the belt.
